according to some principle. 


Almost any rational principle will 


lead to a tariff more acceptable than 
the unresisted thrust of selfish inter- 
ests that shaped the Dingley tariff. A 
system of protective duties honestly 
built up on the principle of allowing 
for the difference-in labor cost between 
the United States and competing coun- 
tries would be infinitely preferable to 
schedules dictated in many instances 
by the heavy contributors to the party 
chest in the campaign of 1896.

Mr. Taft's "Fop Instance" Has an Omi- 


nous Look. 


Mr. Taft has at last made one speci- 


fication on the tariff. To his statement 
that some schedules must be revised 
up, some down, he now adds that "pot- 
tery" should be revised up. If he 
knows any duty that should be scaled 
down to give the people relief from 
monopoly prices he has not mentioned 
it. Pottery is to go up, though plain 
ware now bears a duty of 53 per cent 
and decorated ware 60 per cent, and 
imports of both are discouraged bv 
freight charges of perhaps 10 per'cent 
. The Xew York Times, supporting 
Taft under protest-shows that as the 
tariff duty "is imposed on packings 
and no allowance is made on broken 
wares" the "protection" enjoyed by 
pottery, including costs of importation, 
is from 75 to 100 per cent before the 
wares reach the consumer; further, 
that the pottery Industry "is firmly 
established, widespread, 
varied 
In 


products, highly developed in machin- 
ery and methods and perfectly capable 
of holding the home market against all 
r-omers without protection." 


The Times remarks that Mark Ilan- 


na tried to work this same increase of 
pottery duties into the Dingley bill, 
but failed to "deceive even the sena- 
tors who were eager to be deceived if 
it could be done plausibly." No won- 
der the Times asks why Mr. Taft can- 
not let the tariff alone.

last spring for a polar hunting trip 
with John R. Bradley, a wealthy New 
Yorker, he had uo~ intention of trying 
to grab tbe north pole. They went in 
a 110 tou Gloucester fishing schooner, 
renamed the John "R. Bradley, with 
Dr. Cook in command. 


When the hunting trip ended In Au- 


gust, 1907, it was expected that Dr. 
Cook would come back on the schoon- 
er, but at Annortok^ on the northwest- 
ern coast of Greenland, be decided to 
remain and make a dash for the pole, 
says tbe New York Evening World. 
Rudolph Franke, a member of the 
crew, volunteered to stay at Annortok 
and watch the supplies. He recently 
returned to New York with a letter 
from Dr. Cook, dated March 17, the 
polar sea, north of Cape Hubbard. In 
it Dr. Cook said; "I am taking a 
straight course for the pole. I hope to 
succeed. At any rate, I will make a 
desperate attempt."

"On the night of Aug. 26, 1907, the 


John R. Bradley discharged the stores 
and provisions, also the outfit, at An- 
nortok. and the schooner left us on 
Aug. 27 at noon, bound for >>ew York. 


'•Early in September our winter quar- 


ters were in first class condition, and 
we began to lay in a stock of meat for 
the winter. 


''We used the whole month for hunt- 


Ing. Before tbe long night set in Dr. 
Cook made a sledge-trip to the Big 
Humboldt glacier and .returned to win- 
ter quarters at the beginning of the 
long arctic night It was at this time 
very cold, 30 or 40 degrees below zero. 
The ice was not always firm, being 
broken up and then closed together. 
and traveling was dangerous, especial- 
ly in the morning and at evening. 


"Dr. Cook was nea-rlj drowned and 


escaped with his life in an encounter 
with polar "bears. The grease in the 
guns was so hard that he could not 
use them, and they put knives on long 
sticks to defend their lives against the 
bears. 


"One time when Dr. Cook was away 


from camp on a trip 1 prepared dog 
food for the spring campaign. We 
found a way to prepare dog food that 
will give Dr. Cook an immense advan- 
tage over all other explorers. 


"In the middle of November our 


furs were nearly gone. Then came tbe 
holidays of Christmas and New Year, 
but we did not have much time to de- 
vote to them. 


"Jan. 10 Dr. Cook sent me over to 


Flagler bay with three Eskimos to hunt 
for musk ox and to look after tbe peo- 
ple who we supposed had been left 
there from a shipwreck," but we found 
nobody. The thermometer registered 
73 below zero. 


"The 
last weeks we "were together 


there was a lot to do, and. everything 
being completed, we started on Feb. 26 
for the far north. I remember it was 
early noon when we left our quarters 
and camped the first night in three 
snow bonses on the ice floe in Kane 
basin. The next day. after 140 days cf 
darkness, we again saw the sun and 
reached Cape Sabine late in the even- 
ing. 
Here we were storm bound the 


next day. The last day's march brought 
us to Rico strait, ten miles northwest 
of Greely's meinorable winter quar- 
ters of 1S83-4. The next inarch brought 
us in Flngler bay, and Dr. Cook sent 
me back to Annortok March 3 with the 
first division after placing provisions 
at the bead of Fl.-.gler bay to guard 
our winler quarters.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


OF A MANUSCRIPT.

I was born when my mother was 


nineteen years old. Her uncle, a mid- 
dle aged man. had done something: iu 
a literary way, nud I was turned over 
to him by my mother's mother to be 
looked over. He took me to his study 
and sat down with me, flrst sharpen- 
ing his pencil with which to cut me In 
pieces, for I heard hlin say that my 
mother knew nothing about writing 
and he supposed "the thing was full 
of rhetorical blunders." When he be- 
gan to read me he wore a bored look, 
but he had read but one paragraph 
before his expression changed. As be 
read oa he forgot who had written me, 
and when he had finished he ex- 
claimed: 


"By thunder!" 
Then he called my mother and her 


mother into his study and asked my 
mother: 


"Where did you learn to write Eng- 


lish correctly?" 


"At school." 
"School be hanged! 
There's some- 


thing else here that you didn't learn 
at all. It was born in you. Send your 
story out just as it is. If it is appre- 
ciated it will be accepted, but I don't 
believe it will be. It -will come back 
to you and keep coming back." 


They took me away, and the mother 


said to the daughter: "Your uncle is 
sore because all his own manuscripts 
come back to him. Don't you believe 
him, 
my dear. Your story will'be ac- 


cepted, and you will get a good price 
for it." 


The nest day I was sent to the Globe 


Publishing company. 
I was turned 


over to a young fellow they called a 
weeder. He looked over the manu- 
scripts which came in the morning's 
mail and out of the lot picked one. I 
heard him mention the author's name. 
I had heard it often before. The rest 
of us were put in envelopes with 
printed slips with the editor's name to 
them, saying a few very nice things 
and thanking our parents for sending 
us in. Then we were put away for 
awhile and when It was convenient 
were sent back to where we came 
from. 


When my poor little mother saw by 


the bulk of the package that I had 
been returned to her the tears started 
in her eyes. Her uncle said: "I told 
you so. 1 don't believe they read a 
ImS of It However, I know Simpson 
& Co. They've turned down a lot of 
my work, but perhaps they'll read this 
if I make a personal request. Let me 
have it tomorrow." 


The next day he took me to Simpson 


& Co. and had a long talk about me 
with the editor, who was very polite 
and promised to give me his especial 
attention. 
After my mother's uncle 


had gone away the editor tossed me to 
a weaiy looking man sitting at a desk 
covered with manuscripts and said: 


"Read that" 
It was two* weeks before the tired 


looking man took me up in my turn, 
then ran. over Twenty pages of me in 
as many seconds and wrote on my 
wrapper' "Declined." 
And so I was 


sent back again to my mother, who 
had hoped that her uncle's personal ef- 
fort would insure success. She was 
nearly as much disappointed as at first 


And so I continued to go from one 


publishing house to another without 
acceptance. Finally I attracted the at- 
tention of an intellectual looking edi- 
tor, who wrote this criticism: 


If we were looking for literature 1 


would recommend the publication of this 
book. But as we are looking for "best 
sellers" I would decline it. 


However, my mother got nothing 


but the printed slip when I was re- 
turned, though it was couched in just 
as polite terms as the first 


Meanwhile a publisher told my moth- 


er that she would better write some- 
thing "startling"—a trifle erotic, he 
said. So innocent was she that she 
thought he said erratic. She went to 
work and turned out my brother 
Poor boy! He was deformed In frame 
and intellect from birth.

My uncle, who Is now old and philo- 
sophic, sn.rs that those "best seders'" 
are a development like "stars" on the 
stage. Other books, like other actors. 
must remain iu obscurity, for the pub- 
lic can only be attracted by that which 
Is most prominent

Deducting exemptions and those 


medically unfit, about 100,000 young 
Moslems come up for conscription ev-
